I freely own it to be. He hath been pleafed to 
compound one of his Papers of a Puft{cript from 
Abel Roper, and a Preface from the B——p of St. 
A——b. Ifuppofe he reckons Abel to be the 
beft Writer on our fide, and his L—~— p upon 
his; or does he mean a Satyr upon both, and 
think as I do, that they have each of them run 
into violent Extreams, and the Truth is to be 
found in the middle, direétly_between_them? ] 
will join Iffe with him upon this Matter, and 
leaving him to difplay the Exorbitances of the 
Poft Boy, will take leave to Examine the Flights 
of the P_—te. 

His L-——— pis in pain left People fhould en- 
quire into the occafion of his Printing fome old 
Sermons whilft he is alive, and is very careful to 
tell us their Dates; now, I humbly conceive, 
he need not be in any Concern upon this Ac. 
count; every Body, without looking into the 
c£ra of thefe Difcourfes, will conclude they 
were publifhed with a View, either to Profit, Re- 
putation, or to ferve a Defign ; and willgive their 
Applaufe or Cenfure, juft as they approve or 
miflike them, without the leaft regard to their

Firft, his L-———p hath obferved, That /e- 
veral Principles and Prattices hath been revived of 
late, which mould be apt to put an enterprizing 
Prince upon depriving us of our Liberty: This we 
readily allow ; we could directly name him the 
Prince and the exact Period, which he, very tru- 
ly, calls of Jate: But he may now be fecure, his 
Fears and Prefages are, 1 hope, pretty well over, 
fince it hath ccft us almoft two Years Induftry 
and Labour, to remove the dangerous Profpeé : 
Weare now inno Hazzard of feeing an cater- 
prizing Prince upon the Throne, in his L__—p’s 
excellent Words, of. more Ambition than Virtue, 
Fuftice or Eonour, 

His L——+p likewife, could mot help forefecing 
to whofe Charge, a great deal of that dreadful Mij- 
chief would be laid, meaning his Brethren of the 


“Clergy ; this we likewife grant, to the unfpeak- 


able Grief of our Hearts; but he may pleafe 
to confider and comfort himfelf, that their num- 


ber is very fmaill, though their Station be great ; 
and that a fickly Autumn, hard Winter,-or a 
backward Spring, may, ina great Meafure, re- 
medy this Inconveniency; in the meantime I 
could wifh his. L p would freely name thofe 
abominable Divines, the Scandal and Reproach 
of the Church, who were ever fo Profligate to 
tell their People, and thought themfelves at Li+ 
berty, and Authorifed fo. do, that either Chrift, 
St. Peter, or St. Paul, or any other holy Writer, did 
ever deliver Dottrines for y saa the Laws and 
Conftitution under, which they lived, or putting them 
in a worfe Condition, with refpect to their Giuil Li- 
berties, than. they would have been, had they not been 
Chriftians, with a great deal more tothe fame 
Purpofe. But why all this Zeal to fecure his 
own particular Perfon, like a moft publick Spi- 
rited Gentleman, from the Reproaches and 
Curfes of Pofterity? He might have taken a 
much fhorter Courfe, by not Writing at all, 
for then Pofterity would not have troubled their 
Heads about him; tho’, for my own Particular, 
Ibelicve, he is fully fatisfied in that Point alrea- 
dy. But allowing it poflible, that the next 
Age might read his Productions; is he. very fure 
that he hath taken the right way to efcape their 
Curfes and Reproaches? Or, what Hurt can 
they do him? unlefs he think his Soul, when 
feparate from the Rody, will have need of their 
Prayers. I know no Danger his L——p isin 
that any Change of Principles fhould be objected 
to him; he % now, as he faith, exactly the fame 
Man, except with the addition of a B——p—k, 
that he formerly was, or that I ever heard him 
defcribed , as.full of the fame Zeal and Delire, 
Of being thought a gocd Englifhman, as well as a 
good Clergymen: He hath, doubtlefs, infufed the 
fame Spirit into the Spectator; fince nothing 
lefs could move that Author, at the Expence 
of his.Gratitudeand Prudence, to become his 
L——p’s effettual Publifher. 

Another Reafon bis L p bad for Publifhing 
thefe Sermons at this time, ws, that he had amindto 
do himfelf [ome Honour, by doing what. Honour he 
could tothe Memory of two moft excellent Princes, 
&c. whofe illuftrious Names he hath lived to fee very 
rudely handled. The Princes he means, are the 
late Q. AZ, and K.W. 1 wonder what Company 
he can have kept, where the Name of Q. A7/. 
can be rudely handled, whofe Name and Vir- 
tues have been always in the higheft Venerati- 
on among every Party: Neither have | ig my 
Life, met with any fo Profligate or Abandoned, 
who ever brought them into-Queftion, As to 
the late K. his Reputation hath indeed fuffered 
by the Folly and Indifcretion of his Flatterers, 
who by adding too much.to his Merits, have 
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given others an opportunity of detrading from 
what was really his Due. Icannot but obferve 
what a couple of Reafons, and he offers no 
other, are here produced by a B———p, for 
publifhing Four Sermons ina Lump; firft, to pre- 
vent the Curfes of Pofterity; and fecondly, tc do 
himfelf fome Honour. The Care of Souls, the 
good of Chrift’s Church, preventing the Sin of 
Schifm from fpreading among us, healing our 
Breaches, @c. had not the leaft part in his 
Thoughts or Endeavours: Like atrue Statef- 
man, his Defigns were wholly turned to the 
Service and Honour of himfelf; wherefore we 
may fuppofe the Sermons were publifhed for the 
fake ro the Preface, rather than the Preface writ 
for the’fake of the Sermons. 

There might be many more things to be ta- 
ken notice of in this moft excellent Preface, but 
I haften towards the Conclufion, where his 
L———p leaves us in a woful Condition: It 
puts me in mind of a Preacher, who had he 
lived fome little time ago, might perhaps have 
been a B———p ;, who propofing to treat of the 
Pains of Helland the Foys of Heaven, handled 
the firft Part in a moft dreadful Manner, and 
left the fecond toa farther Opportunity. His 
L p tells us, that God hath permitted the 
Spirit of Difcord to go forth, and by troubling fore 
the City, Camp and Country, and not {paring even 
the Church, to fpoil for a time the beautiful and 
pleafant Profpett, we bad under the late Miniftry, 
and to give ws in its flead, he knows not what ; 
and after a break of Paflion, he adds, Our Ene- 
mics will tell the reft with Pleafure. The beautiful and 
pleafing Profpeft he means, was {poiled by Her 
M -y, whom he thinks fit to allude to, un- 
der the Character of Difcord, but Difcord , 
commonly underftood, troubled all thefe Places 
more, as it is natural they fhould, when the 
fmaller, the more corrupt, and more inconfi- 
derable part of the Kingdom, were then in 
Pofleffion of thofe Places: But the Q.—n 
bath given usin their flead, be knows not what! we 
believe fo, and it is the Ignorance only of him 








and his Affociates, that make him diflike what © 


Her M——y, by Her undoubted Prerogative, 
hath given us. She would give us a Peace, but 
they know not what it is, The ways of Peace have 
they not known: The ways of Peace they know not, 
and there is no right in their goings, they have made 
them crooked Paths: whofoever goeth therein fhall not 
know Peace. She hath preferved the Church of 
God, but, God is not in all their Thoughts. She 
hath caft out from the Temple, the Mony-Changers, 
the Buyers and Sellers, the Seats of them that fold 
Doves: The Houfe of the Lord fhall be called hence- 
forth the Houfe of Prayer, and no longer be made 
a Den of Thieves. 

I adjure his L p, doth he mean by thefe 
Words, [Our Enemies] the Enemies of him and 
his Party, or the Enemies of their Country ? 
If the former, I am anfwered; if the latter, 
let him fpeak on, and affert to the World, that 
the late Proceedings of Her M——y, in the 
choice of Her M ry, Her concurrence with 
Her P_—|——-t, and the unanimous Prayers 
and Wihhes of Her languifhing, fuffering People, 











in the Steps that hath been made towatd. ‘y 
Peace, hath given Her Enemies reafon to tel! af 
thefe with Pleature. If fecuriag the Succeffion from 
the Ambitious Inroads of a Lawlefs, Danger- 
ous Invader, and exchanging for a General, 
that knows how to Obey as well as Command, (a 
Vertue no lefs neceflary and valuablein a Subject) 
hath given Her Enemies Reafon to tell all thefe with 
Pleajure, let them tell it: if paying paft Debts, 
and endeavouring to put a {top to the Contra¢t- 
ing more: If fixing our Happy Religion fo that 
the Church is rather in a conditionto fhow Mer- 
cy toothers, than in fear of Perfecution, if noi 
Extirpation, from others; hath given our Enemies 
leave to tell all this with Pleafure, let them tel} 
on. If thisbe what he means, may the Enemie; 
of our Country have always the pleafure of telling the 
reft; tholam bold to think, that with whatever 
Pleafure his L p may have writ it, our Ey:- 
mies do not tell it with Pleafure: And muft Con- 
clude in his own Words, that [ think it much ber- 
ter becomes him, Only, to Pray for a good Peace 
than toamufe himfelf with fending fers the rea! 
Spirit of Difcord to endeavour to the utmoft 
of his Power, once more, to trouble fore tly 
Camp, the City, and the Country.
